The Women’s Institute met in 
the Masonic Hall, on Thursday 
afternoon last, vvlien there was a 
jfood attendance of memljers. • 

After the business portion of the 
meeting had beerrdisposed of, three 
excellent paf^ers were read; “The 
mother and the child'by Mis. 
Jas. Allan; “Readimr", by Miss 
Loftus; and “How to Prepare a 
TliankstfiviiiK dinner”, by Mrs. 
W. A. Howes. The first paper 
dealt at length with the duty of the 
mother towards the child, showing 
how necessary it was that the child 
should be trained in a right man¬ 
ner and with a thorough apprei.ia, 
tion of truthfulness and obedience. 
At the clyse of the paper, Mrs. 
Allan brought out the point that a 
mother’s duty extended to other 
children than her owii, and while 
dwelling on, this phase slie remind¬ 
ed her hearers that it was a duty 
devolving on 'all mothers to do! 
whatever they could towards amel¬ 
iorating the circumstances of many 
young wonien who would be thrown 
out of' regular employment as a 
consequence of the present war. 

The paper by Miss Loftus dealt 
largely with the necessity of people 
forming the habit of reading good 
literature, and to read wide.y, not 
confining their attentions to any 
one class of literature, but taking 
a broader outlook and tasting the 
sweets of various writers and per¬ 
iods. 

The paper by Mrs. W. A. Howes 
was the treatment of a subject of 
much interest at this time of year, 
and her hearers evinced keen ajipre- 
ciation of the methods and recipes 
which she placed before their no¬ 
tice. 

Mrs. Knowles contributed a paper 
entitled ‘flallowe'en A-!iiii';-;'nciils;’ 
Commencing her pdpef by a recital 
of |)er.sonal experience, sii6 Extend¬ 
ed her talk to the entertainmeiils 
which were usually given, and. 
dwelt for some little time on the 
origin and'super.stitions connected 
with the festival, dealing with her 
subject more particularly from the 
viewpoint of the younger genera¬ 
tion.

Although the Carinangay fair, 
postponed from August on account 
of the harvesting conditions, was 
the only one to be held on the line 
from Lethbridge to Aldersyde this 
season, it was in every way a sue- 
cess. There were exhibits to the 
number of 1,500, and many jieople 
both of the town and district, w’ere 
present on each of the two days. 
The directors of the society have 
every reason to be satisfied with 
the fair that they have produced in 
a year that is anything but good 
for an exhibition. 

The showing 'of stock in all 
classes was good. Among the 
cattle. Shorthorns were most in 
evidence, and in horses, both the 
light and heavy classes were well 
represented. The sheep pens were 
full, showing that the farmers are 
beginning to realize the value of 
these animals. 

Probably the best part of the 
show was the exhibit of vegetables. 
Every exhibit was grown without 
irrigation, and the growth secured 
by some of the exhibitors was real¬ 
ly wonderful. Mr. A. King, of 
Meadowbrook, won the McKenzie 
prize for the best display of vege¬ 
tables, taking sixteen firsts and 
eight seconds. 

The poultry display included 
several good exhibits, but it was 
not up to the standard of former 
years. 

The display of ladies' work, 
domestic products, house plants 
atid dairy produce, was also a 
splendid feature of the show.

Standarda of Machinery 
The statemen has ftequentiy been 
made that farm machinery is net de¬ 
signed so much as it it built by rule 
of thumb. The fact that ppactically 
all of it must do its work while tra- 
relllng over the ground makes econo¬ 
my of power :.nd light '--jiglit the 
first consideration. Freqnently the 
factor of safety in some Impdrtant 
parts is cut to too low a point as a 
result and considerable experimenting 
is required before the machine is 
equally strong in every ^rt It has 
been felt, however, by the manufac¬ 
turers and educators who are mem¬ 
bers of the American Society of Agri¬ 
cultural Engineers that some basle 
principles could be worked out in 
connection with farm machinery. The 
committee on standarda has made a 
good start in this directlnn, but is 
first taking up some of the minar 
problems which cause a great deal 
of grief for botli maker anc user. Tbs 
question of standardizing parts so 
that the cost of repairs can be re¬ 
duced is regarded one of first im¬ 
portance. Such matters as standard 
screw threads; height of wheel, width 
of tire and width of tread in wag- 
'gons; plough.sizes and shapes; sin- 
glqUees, doubletrees and eveners for 
implements, are all receiving atten¬ 
tion by the committee, of which Prof, 
J. B. Davidson, of Iowa State College, 
is the active head. The gas engins 
Is receiving its share of attention, 
especially in connection with a uni¬ 
form method of rating the horse¬ 
power. This will apply to both sta¬ 
tionary and traction engines. Some 
progress is being made also in re¬ 
commendations for standard Ignition 
apparatus. Tho committee will pre- 
tent a report at the December meet¬ 
ing of the society, and the papers 
will be printed.

AOHEBIVk POSTAGE STAMPS 

The Flrot Crude Ones '■ hat Were le- 
eued by Great Britain 

The adhasivo postag® stamp had its 
origin to England as a direct outcome 
of the poatal reforma introduced by 
Sir Rowland Hill, whose master mind 
created not only tho inesttmablo boon 
rf penny postage, but the means by 
which it was carried into effect—the 
adhesive postage stamps. 

At the time of the pasting of the 
I entform penny postage act to 1839 all 
postal chargee were paid to cash (usu¬ 
ally on delivery' Involving an enor¬ 
mous amo(mt of bookkeeping on the 
part of the' post office, which would 
have been inareaaed a hundredfold 
when the reduced rates of postitge 
came Into force hut for the suggestion 
of the great postal reformer for ‘‘a bit 
of paper Just large enough to bear the 
stamp and coated at the back with a 
glutinous wash," being .jubsequently 
embodied to the famous one penny 
black postage label and Ita consort, 
the ttopence blue, wlrich -made their 
debut to May, 1840, and were the pro¬ 
genitors of all adhesive postage 
stamps. 

Itor three short years Great Britain 
enjoyed a monopoly of this novel and 
handy method ot collectl-:; postaga, 
until to July, 1643, the enlightened 
empire of Brazil followed suit with i 
series ot native manufacture, adorned 
with largo numerals of value to pjace 
of a design. 

In 1848 the United States entered 
the field with two beautifully''engrav-. 
ed portraits of Franklin and IVashtog-1 
ton, while the head ot Ctree, the god¬ 
dess of agriculture, found p.ice on the 
first stamps of the French republic, en¬ 
graved by the elder Barre, which 
made their debut on Jan. i, 1849.— 
Strand Magazine.*

ROBBING THE COAL RILE 


Th« Size of tho Wave* 

Tbo most ezi>erieaced sons of tha 
sea are apt t> have very exafgermted 
Mess o( the else o( toworlng waves 
which break over the vessels during 
sea storms, and froQuently waves are 
reported as having reached an almost 
Impossible height. As a matter ot tact 
It Is extraordlaary tor a wave to at¬ 
tain a height of seventy teet, while 
the average size ot great waves is con¬ 
siderably less. The mou italnous seas 
often encpun'ired by liners In the 
North Atlantic usually measure about 
forty teet, though the upward-shoot¬ 
ing, quick-falling water attains a 
greater altitude. The big waves ot the 
North Pacific farely measure more 
man thirty feet, while the highest 
wave exTer met by an Australian-bound 
lln^ in the South Pacific reached fifty 
teet. The big waves ot ml 1 ocean are 
much larger than those encountered 
elsew'here, and It is very rare that a 
height of even twenty teet is .eached 
by a wave in the Mediterranean.

Smoke That Gees up the Chimney Is 
Fuel Thrown Away 

Fo^ the benefit ot any one who may 
not see the analogy between a robbed 
coal pile and a smoking chimney It 
may be briefly and simply explained. 

The visible part In smoke Is nearly 
all carbon, either as soot or cinder, 
and carbonyls the principal combus¬ 
tible part ot coal-—Le., the useful pntrL 
the part capable ot yielding heat. Car¬ 
bon completely burned tonus an invis¬ 
ible gas, carbon dioxide; therefore 
whenever the gases from a stack show 
black'they contain carbon, which In¬ 
dicates that complete combustion has 
not taken place in the boiler furnace. 

In other words, all ot the available 
heat in the coal has pot been realized. 
It Is the same as though Uhe corres¬ 
ponding part ot the coal ted into the 
furnace has been thrown away, tor, 
although It has passed through the 
furnace, it has been thrown away up 
the stack beyond recovery. Is this, 
then, so ^ery different from rel^bing 
the coal pile? 

The owner who through ignorance 
allows conditions to exist which are 
not favorable to the most economical 
operation of his* boiler furnaces, al¬ 
though he is unwittingly robbing him¬ 
self, Is nevertheless stealing from his 
own coal pile.—Power.

I ' A New Cure For Warts 

Dr. Felix Szontagh ot Budapest re* 
[ commends a new and simple method 
of treating warts. It consists In cov¬ 
ering the wart and the surrounding 
skin, to the width ot one centimeter 
with ordinary caoutchouc plaster and 
leaving it so covered .for weeks—even. 
If necessary, for two on three'months. 
Whenever the plaster becomes loore 
it must ^be removed and replaced by 
a new piece. As a rule, the Iplaater Is 
to be chaioged once in three or four 
days. 

Any adherent resident of the caout¬ 
chouc is to be removed with ether or 
gasoline, care being taken that the 
wart or the surrounding skin shall not 
be rubbed energetically, because irri¬ 
tation of the skin is not conducive to 
the disappearance of the wart. Doctor 
Szontagh says that he cannot explain 
the action of thic simple method, and 
how it produces such excellent results 
from the cosmetic, point of view, but 
it is "certainly efficient. Perhaps the 
caouchouc Contains some substance 
wlilch softens th^wart ami causes 
atrophy.—Lancet.

No man, 
nut even the advocates of opposite 
methods, oonceiieJ the terrors and 
the horrors of an outbreak of h> s 
lilities between the hading nations 
of the world, and now that it has 
oome in all its naked ferocity, it 
has aroused men to a pitch of 
abhorence for war. 

When it is all over, and the 
world comes to the settling day, 
which party of thinkers are going 
to have the say, the last word? la 
it to be the men who believe in 
militancy, or the men who teach 
and believe in the dootrind of 
peace? 

It is a quehtlon to which every 
man in civiliza'ion can contribute 
towarda the answer, and if he 
knows this, and makes nse bf this, 
the supreme opportuniiy, the de- 
oiaiou will be for peace.

AGES OF THE GENERALS 

^HE present city has been oitfd 
^ as the (lay of young men 
Age, it bus been said over and 
over again, is a decided drawback 
now, a barrier over which compet¬ 
ing men must be able to climb 
easily if they would be in the 
front rank of the men of the world. 

However true this may be in re- 

f 'ard to other walks of life it bard- 
y seems applicable to that of 
generalship if we are to accept the 
ages of the leading generals at the 
front and in connection with the 
war as forming any criterion. 

In the German army all the 
generals are well into the sixties. 
General von Emmicb, thecapturer 
of Liege is sixty-six, and General 
von Klnck is two years older. 
General von Hansen, who has re¬ 
tired from the command of the 
Saxon army is sixty-eight, and 
General von Heeringen is sixty- 
fonr while General von Einem is 
sixty-one, voti Bulow is sixty-eight, 
and General von Moltke, who bears 
the heaviest burden of the war is 
sixty six. Almost alt of these 
officers are campaigning in France 
for the second time, having been 
junior officers in 1870. 

On the English side Kitchener 
is sixty-fonr, Sir John French 
sixty-two, and Smith-Dorrien fifty 
s'x, while General Grierson, who 
died a few days before tbe oom- 
menoement of hostilities, was fifty- 
five. Lord Roberts, it may be 
mentioned, reached bis eighty 
second birthday last week. 

On the French side the generals 
Joffre, Pan and Gallieni are jiH 
approaching tbe seventieth mile¬ 
stone 


THE COST OF THE ARMIES 

^HE cost of tbe upkeep of tbe 
^ present war, from day to day, 
is something staggering when re¬ 
duced to Bgnres. The upkeep of 
the armies in tbe field, that is, for 
there are costs with which each 
and every nation will have to rec¬ 
kon up in the days to oome, costs 
which are accumulating to day, 
tbe direct result of tbe war, but 
which oauDot be even guessed at 
nt the present time. 

The (x>8t of the German army 
has been put up at about ten mil 
lion, dollars a day, this com¬ 
putation being arrived at from the 
figures of a German staff officer, 


who estimates ihs oo<jfof upkeep 
for the indiT:dual soldier at shout 
two an I a half dollars pr day. 
Th'i German fleet, aUo on a war 
foiling, oia^ be estiuiaUid as rest- 
ing about fave million dolliis per 
diy, and briugs tbe total for tbe 
army and tbe ravy to about fifteen 
million dollars a day. At this 
rate, Germany is paying out some 
thing like fifty five thoussud mil 
lions of dollars per year. 

The other nations, op a moder¬ 
ate ewtiniate aro ptyiog something 
like the following amounts for 
their share of the affisir. England 
eight million dollars, Franoe 
elbveu million dollars, Austria 
eleven midion rlnllars and Russia 
fifteen milliou dollars, per day. 

These are terrific umouots, and 
when'it is consi iered that none of 
tbe nations at war can borrow, bnt 
have to progress on their own 
capital, no idea of the drain npon 
the resourses'of any of the coun 
tries otn be conceived. The cost 
of this war will be p"id afterwa'ds, 
by the sweating anl the taxation 
of Europe, when there will b“ in 
outlook but one of heavy reapou 
sibiliiy and debt.

There can be Utile d<>ubt m the 
minds of any of us ns to tbe sonod 
nest of this plea. At a period of 
the present description all of us 
are called upon to make sooie 
sacrifice, whether great or little, 
because of tbe war. 8 ‘ine pe^le 
are able to give more than oth^s. 
Many are able to ontribute t^'.'- 
lief ID gifts of money or clothing, 
while with others it is difficult to 
make the domestic ends meet. 
Bnt while one can help in one 
way, another can help in a dif- 
fi-rent direotioii, and althongh one 
does not get their ntn-es in the 
papers or proclaimel from tbe 
housetops for giving anyone a 
temporary home, their work is 
oevertbeless a gift to tbe Empire 
and a coiitribution to tbe cause of 
fraternity. -- —

SYNOPSIS or CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T he sole bead of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
nppear in person at tbe Ilominion Lande 
Agency or Sub-Agency for tbe District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on Certain condition!. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except when residence Ms performed in 
the vicinity. 

In (sertain districte a homesteader in 
good standing mav pre.empt a quarter 
section alongside his homeetead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years atfter earning homeeteai) 

P atent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 

'rn-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties— Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300. 

The ares of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubbv or 
stony land. Live atock may be substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain con¬ 
ditions.

Latest War News | 

Paris, October 3 — Desperate 
night fighting is reported from both 
eastern and western lines of the 
great battle line. The German 
right was repulsed in an effort to 
break through the line Ijetweeu 
Roye and Lassigny, where heavy 
' fighting had been in progress for 
sev’eral days. The Get mans also 
essayed another attempt to cross 
the NTeiise at St. Mihiel. and on 
being repulsed resumed shelling 
the fortified line in that vicinity. 

It is reiiorted that the armies of 
Von Boehm, Von Khick and V’on 
Buelow are all partly amalgamated. 
They hold a series of lines facing 
north and south from near Ribe- 
court to Mens, in Belgium, and 
turning out toward Douia and 
Bapaume. Meanwhile the line of 
Aisiie, formerly held by Von Bue -1 
low, is reported occupied by troops 
withdrawn from Alsace-Lorraine 
and the German Rhine fortresses. 

Loudon, Oct. 5th —With the ex¬ 
ception of or.e XKiint, the situation 
alcnt the battle front h'ls under¬ 
gone little change, today, accord¬ 
ing to a statement issued this after¬ 
noon by French war office. 
The teHfes, however, it was stated, 
have been obliged to give ground 
at certain points on the western 
side of the battle line. The an¬ 
nouncement is brief, containing 
only the information that the bat¬ 
tle continues with great violence 
north of the Oise without decisive 
results, and that there is no change 
in the remainder of the front. 

The German War Office declares 
that in the siege of Antwerp forts 
Licrre, Waelhem and Koning- 
shayckt have been taken, opening 
the way for an attack on the inner 
circle of fortifications and the city 1 
proper. Denials that any forts] 
have fallen, came from Antwerp 
by way of London yesterday, and 
again toddy an official Belgian an¬ 
nouncement, which passed 
through the British censor, declares 
that the situation of fortified posi¬ 
tions around Antwerp remains un¬ 
changed today. 

There has been nothing official 
from Petrograd, but the most re¬ 
cent reports from the Russian capi¬ 
tal maintain that the German and 
Austrian forces along the fighting 
line, from the Baltic to Hungary, 
were drivpn back. |

The order 'which 
will cost France something like 
$750,0<X), is required to l>e com¬ 
pleted in about ten days time. 
Eight French representatives in St. 
Louis say that they are authorized 
by the French government to make 
arrangements for the purchase of 
100,000 horses, at an expenditure 
of about twelve million dollars.

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SOME GUISES THAT. 
LED TO m] WARS 


IMCIOCNTS THAT BROUOHT ON 
HISTORIC CONFLICTS ^ 

The Cause of the Present Great World 
Struggle Can be Easjly Tracedi But 
Ail Wars >tave Not Had Such an 
Apparent Origin—Notable Casee Irrj 
Hlator)'. 

The real ci^se of the present war 
was undoubtMly the ambttior. of 
the German nation, arising from itsJ 
well trained and prepared condltiop^^ 
Directly the cause was the oat- 
rageous demand made upon Serria 
by Austria to permit Servians af¬ 
fected of complicity in the murdt^ 
of Archduke Ferdinand to be trled^ 
te their own land by Austrian oittc-i 
ers. The involving of Russia had i 
been expected, as had also the par¬ 
ticipation of Germany, who was cer¬ 
tain to attack France as a precau¬ 
tionary measure, which would call 
in Great BriUin to the fray by a 
aide wind, viz., the forcible German 
-^^ar.try of Belgium. 

But all wars have not had causes 
so easily trkced at the tinie, nor so 
i., rioos in their intentions. 

A man may start a bit of a row 
in bis own home by appearing i:nan- 
Bounced with a clean shave after 
having worn a luxuriant hirsute ad- 
mitment for years, but ordinarily^ the 
trouble does not go beyond his own 
door. Louis VI. of Prance was less 
fortunate. A visit to the Royal bar- 
bor plunged two nations—^France and j 
England—into intermittent warfare 
which lasted 300 years. I 

According to ^e story, the Arch¬ 
bishop of Rouen persuaded the king 
to remove his beard in common 
with his subjects. The act led to 
so much friction with the queen that 
at last Louis divorced Her, to be¬ 
come a few months later the wife 
of Henry II. of England. Prom this 
marriage centuries of bloodshed may 
be said to have followed. 

In an iron cage in the tower qf 
the cathedral in Modena, Italy, a 
bucket which 900 years ago was the 
cause of a terrible war may be seea' 
today. Soldiers of Modena, in a 
mischievous mood, stole the bucket 
from a public well in Bolgona and 
refused to return it. The States 
were rivals and were Jealous of each 
other and fights between soldiers of 
the twno followed. This spark kindl¬ 
ed a fire of war which devastated a 
large part of Europe and led to the 
imprisonment for life of the King 
of Sardinia, son of the German em¬ 
peror. 

A broken teapot started a war 
In China 260 years ago, which cost 
a million lives. The teapot was 
the cherished possession of a digni¬ 
tary high in favor with tlie emperor. 
When travelling through a lawless I 
province in the northwest of China j 
some of his 'Velinue. who had fallen' 
behind the main body, were Intercept¬ 
ed by a band of robbers, and among 
the spoils teh teapot was found and 
- contemptuously thrown on the ground 
and broken. The mandarin reported 
his loss to the nmp 'rr. a force of 
soldiers was sent out, and a long and 
terrible war ensued. 

Lord- Palmerston once said that only 
three men had ever known the ex¬ 
act nature of the troubles in Schles¬ 
wig-Holstein, which led to two great 
wars. Two of them had died before 
the wars broke out, and he, the third 
of the trinity, had completely forgot¬ 
ten what it was all about. 

The manipulation .by Count Bl3- 
marck, then Prussia's Foreign Min- 
fster, of a telegram set Prussia and 
France flying at each other’s throat 
In 1870. The French ambassador 
went to Ems, where Emperor Wil 
llam I. then was. to ask him not to 
annrove the ambition of Prince Leo¬ 
pold to become the King of Spain. 
The king refused ^to give a deflqite 
answer, but Prince Anthony of Ho- 
• hensollern withdrew his scion's can¬ 
didacy. A report of the conference 
was anbmittod by telegram to Count 
Bismarck, witli authorization to 
publish it. Bismirck altered the 
'"vt. and in the changed form gave 
ft. to thd newspapers ahd through 
them to Prance, and the Internation¬ 
al war with ail its horrors followed. 
Years later Bismarck confessed the 
fo.gery. ' 

"The war of ' the Spanish succes¬ 
sion. in which the great Duke- of 
Marlborough played a brilliant part, 
was said to te , the outcome of a 
glass of water at a bail at the Tul- 
lerles In Paris. One of the court 
ladles had expressed a wish for a 
drink of water in the hearing of the 
British and Spai^sh ambassadors, 
who hastened to get it for her. Re-! 
turning %ach with a tumbler, they 
found the fair bird had flown and 
was dancing with w French states¬ 
man. The English' diplomat accl- 
flnntnlly, it is presumed, brushed 
flaainst the Spaniard and upset the 
glass he was carrying. This ridi¬ 
culous incident Inflamed the jeal¬ 
ousies of the nations and turned' the 
balance In favor of war. , 

The Seven Years Way was largely 
due. according to his own confes¬ 
sion, to the vanity of Frederick Uie 
Great in wanting to see his name ftg- 
ure largely^in the gazettes. 

The Sepoys were said to have be¬ 
lieved that cartridges served out to 
them were greased w-lth the tot of 
animals, unclean alike to Hindu and 
Mohammedan, and the Indian Mutiny 
was precipitated. 

The Tnrko-Russian war was said 
to have been started ^y the hammer 
with which a Harsegovian blacksmith 
killed a tar collector who had .insult¬ 
ed his daughter. 

The stealing of a Castile lady’s 
lace petticoat by a Moor led to many 
years of fierce warfare between the 
Soaniards and the Moors. The eqti- 
ptying of a bucket of a Florentine 
citizen on the head of a Milanese 
gave rise to an inter-provincial war 
In Italy. 

Borrowing a tobacco pipe and fall¬ 
ing to return it kindled a civil vsar 
whicji lasted for years among the 
rival races in Pamirs ahd Afghanin- 
tan. A dispute as to. the relative at¬ 
tractions of snails and vipers at food' 
started flfty yars of fighting be¬ 
tween Milan and Pisa.

SURGICAL WONDER 

Idiot Child Made Bound by Organ 
Tranqplaqatlon 

Dr. ^Serse Voronoff,'the well-known 
Paris surgeon, it said to have suc¬ 
ceeded to grafting a monkey's tryrold 
glaadi (a gland Whoso functions are 
unknown, saddled upon tbs larynx 
and tvtodpipe), on a child suffering 
from jcrstlnlamj and effeettnj a radi¬ 
cal cure. (Cretinism Is a state of 
impeyfect mental developmjot, or 
idiocy). 

Or. Voronoff described the case 
before the Paris Academy of Medi¬ 
cine. It was unanimously regardeJ 
as opening a new path to con¬ 
structive surgery, rich to discoveries, 
which will diminish humsn suffering. 
The child, aged fourteen years, was 
attacked when eight by myxedema 
(atrophy of the thyroid gland) as s 
sequel to scarlet fever, and ever after 
has presented sll (he symptoms of 
severe crettoism. 

Dr. Voronoff, to the presence of 
nineteen doctors, grafted to the child's 
neck the right lobe of the thyroid 
gland of a large baboon. 

The child has since continued to 
grow rapidly to body and mind. 
IViiile formerly apathetic and silly, 
she * now turbulent and sharp. 

This is the first time that grafting 
of an organ from an animal to a 
human being has been accomplished 
with success. 

A number of previous attempts 
were made by Dr. Alexis Carrel, of 
the Rockefeller Institute, of New 
York, but all failed. 

It is believed that the operation 
may become common, and that num¬ 
bers of cretins and Imbeciles now 
leading a purely vegetative existence 
may be transformed into useful mem¬ 
bers of society. 

Homes For Workers 

The outrage of our Amer'can cities 
Is the way we bid for home-seekers, 
when we have no homes to offer them, 
after we lure them to come. Our fac¬ 
tories scour the country for workers, 
bring them in, and turn them loose, 
to find shelter wherever they can. Our 
business organizations offer bonuses 
for new factories, bidding for these 
which bring in the largest number of 
families. “Another factory! 100 fami¬ 
lies! More" prosperity!” they an¬ 
nounce, in big headlines. 

One of the saddest sights of the 
slums is to see the thrifty wife of the 
working man, with her rosy brood of 
children, used to country air and sun¬ 
shine, used to space, privacy, good 
surroundings, cleai^inesB, quiet, shut 
up amid the noise and dirt and con¬ 
fusion, in the gloom of the slum. That 
Is an unusual lam.ly that cau main¬ 
tain the sanctity of its borne life, 
in the tenements. 

The I rave fight may be made if the 
father and mothe.' are spared, to hold 
control, and provide the bread. But 
how many working men to our cities, 
the records show, fail a pre: to'tuber- 
'•’'osls, tvnhold, pneumonia, and other 
"house diseases!” How many moth¬ 
ers are beckoned from their little fam¬ 
ilies by the same ghastly finder! Any 
one who will search the records will 
find that a startling number of depend¬ 
ent families become so on '.ccount of 
death or prolonged illness of the 
'iread-winner.

The ranks of the denendent and de¬ 
linquent are recruited—In what per¬ 
centage we ought to know, hut any 
nerrentage is too large—from the 
families of the working men that are 
brought into our cities and dumped In¬ 
to our dilapidated old death-traps. •

homes for them when they comd, and 
not to set snares to destroy them and 
their children.—Albion Fellows Bacon 
in The purvey.

THE VALUE OF OUR 
PUBLIC HIGHWAYS 


FIRST ROADS WERE MADE FOR 
MILITARY PURPOSES 

The Romane Were the Ploneera in 

Read Building, and Abundant Proof 

of Their Enduring Quality la Af¬ 
forded in Roada Now Extant. 

Because they got over the difficul¬ 
ties of levels most easily tkat way 
and on account of the general habit 
of using the waterways as by-ways, ' 
the first roads usually followed along 
the banks qf rivers. 

It Is BO today to Canada. It haa 
been the rule to all the agea. But 
although that might answer welL 
when the trapper or hunter mado 
I chief use of the roada, It was differ¬ 
ent when armies had to be moved. 

I and moved expeditioualy. The short 
I roads, wide and hard, ^came necea- 
' sary. 

Because Rome was essenUally a 
military- nation, (he Homans wero 
great road builders, as had been tho 
dlaclplined Pers'ans and Assyrians 
before them. 

The Roman roads were the first 
real highways, and abundant proof 
of their enduring quality is afford¬ 
ed by the extensive remains that 
have been found to different parta 
of the country. The Roman engineer, 
chose high ground whertvei- he could, 
and he built his road high above tha 
surface of the land through which 
be was markiug It. His first object 
was to make a path between two 
points, so that troops could march 
from one to the other aa quickly and 
as easily as possible. 

The Roman road-makers, tliere- 
fore, set out with the definite Idea 
of making a road from one camp or 
military atation to another. 

The fact tho' the roads which tha 
Roman engineer drove through wood 
and valley are, even after nineteen 
I centuries have passed, so frequently 
found to be In a good state of preser¬ 
vation, speaks, volumes for the thor¬ 
oughness of the workmanship and 
the excellence of the materials which 
went to their making. Rbman meth¬ 
ods of* road-making were different 
, from those to vogue today, but were 
I sound and were well carried ouL 
Ffrst two parrallel ditches were cuL 
I marking the edges of the proposed 
roadway. On tho soil between tha 
ditches was laid a layer of rubble 
stones about 5 Inches deep; next a 
layer of concrete or stones mixed 
with lime and 16 Inches deep; over 
that another 10 Inches or so of nu¬ 
cleus—fine pounded mater.al mixed 
with lime; and finally the top or back, 
which waa made'of paving stones, four 
or five Irches thick, and cementjd 
together. 

Of course, the methods of the Ro¬ 
man road makers varied somewhat 
Like the sensible, practical men they 
were, they used the material that 
was ready to hand. Thus, In tha 
chalky soli of Kent, sections of tho 
Roman road show It to have been 
made of alternats layers of chalk 
and gravel and flint Then again 
when marshy ground had to ha 
crossed, the Romans built a causo- 
way consisting of six strata or lay¬ 
ers, based on marsh mud, with pilea 
about four feet In length and wood 
laid above them. 

Tbq advent of the stage coach 
showed the possibilities of quicker 
transit and, incidentally, the n^ces- 
jslty of improving the roads. Al- 
I though as early as 1663 an act was 
passed authorizing the first toll-gates 
, or turnpikes to be erected, this only 
applied to the Great North Road, 
and elsewhere the roads were almost 
as bad as ever. 

I The rebellion of 1746 gave a great 
impulse to the ,making of British 
roads for military as well as civil 
purposes. The milltaiy value of 
good roads once realised, steady 
progress was made to opening up 
comniuntcatlon between the differen,; 
towns on both sides of the border. 

The extension of the turnpike sys¬ 
tem. however, met with violent op¬ 
position from the populace, who re¬ 
garded the toll-bars as so many har¬ 
riers to freedom of moveem't. Dur¬ 
ing the 'fifties of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury bodies of armed men assembled 
to destroy the turnpikes and burn 
down the tool-houses. Troops had 
to be despatched to quell .he disor¬ 
der. 

It is a remarkable fact that one 
of the first and most successful of 
British road makers was a blind man 
—John Metcalf, of Knaresborough, 
who was responsible for the con¬ 
struction of over 180 miles of roada 
in Lancashire, Yorkshire, Cheshire 
and Derbyshire. 

Metcalf was a pioneer In the mak¬ 
ing of roads, a branch of civil en¬ 
gineering which was brought to the 
greatest degree of perfection It hai 
ever attained by Ttoamae Telford, 
the famous engineer. The system of 
surfacing introduced by MacadaiP 
early in the 19th century renderej 
possible the making of roads on lines 
that have ev;' since been found 
serviceable and enduring. 

With the coming of motor traction, 
however, new conditions have arisen 
everj-where, and new problems have 
been presented which are apparently 
now in process of solution. Fast mo¬ 
toring has created a duet nuisance 
which tar-soraylng is Intended to 
mitigate. The speed of the motor 
car, too, renders it probable that 
in the :>ear future it will be found 
necessary to provide special hig'.i- 
wsys for motors. Then In Industrial 
centres the coming of the motor 
wagon hss rendered necessary the re- 
conztructlrn of the .r.>ad crusts 
suit this heavier and faste.* traffic. 
Altogether our roads are rapidly 
coming Into their own again, and 
the question of their i pkeep and 
adaptation to changing conditions 
'ins become one of national import¬ 
ance. 

The sewers of Paris which have sufr 
fered severely from the recent storms, 
are the most vionderful in the world, 
and cbnetltnte one of the sights of the *' 
city. Visitors are allowed to inspect 
them on certain days of each week, 
and it is certainly an experience to 
make a "personalty-conducted lour” of 
the two main sewers. The journey 
is made on electric cars and launches, 
which draw up occasionally at bright- 
fy Illuminated stations.
